.Nothing baa appeared in our con- 
tomporary to in any manner weaken 
the position wo ha\e taken regarding 
tho pro]JO.sition of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment to ineddlo with the streets and 
grades of the city without lirst having 
obtained tho permission of tho Mayor 
and Council. Tho Incorporation Act 
makes the Mayor and Council tho cus- 
todians of tho city property ; and 
neither an individual, nor a com- 
pany, nor a Government can override 
that Act. All aro subservient to its 
provisions. Henco wo find tho gas 
company, and ratopayors generally, 
•when they wish to lay pipes oi." make 
drains, or do anything that ever so 
little interferes with the public streets, 
applying to the Council for permission 
to carry out the object. The Govern- 
ment stand in the samo relation to tho 
city. Thoy cannot improvo Pandora 
avenue and Yatus street, as they pro- 
pose, without having first obtained the 
sanction of the Mayor and Council; and 
His "Worship, with ono stroke- of his 
pen, may put a stop to their proceed- 
ings. Tho City Council, a.? we have 
already explained, applied to the Gov- 
ernment for the balance remaining on 
hand of the appropriation of $4,500. 
The Government quietly pigeon-holed 
the application. A s' cond application 
produced no better result; and it was 
not until a third, and somewhat tart, 
communication was sent, that a reply 
was condescended. Voluminous corres- 
pondence took place without tho City 
Council receiving much satisfaction, and 
negotiatioi s were at a stand-still when 
anew power appeared on the scene. 
Tho Workingmen'fcAssociationappoint- 
ed a doputa; o.i to wait on the Chief 
Commissioner and represent that there 
were a number of unemployed men in 
the city to whom tho expenditure of so 
small a sum as $3,700 would be a great 
boon. This application aroused the 
Government, who had fenced for months 
with applications of the Council. They 
could send no answer to the communi- 
cations from that body, or they could 
send replies which had to bo sent back 
to the Provincial Secretary for transla- 
tion (vide the last official Jotter on tho 
suljeut and the resolution of the Coun 
c.l thereupon); but they could not af- 
ford to insult the Workingraen's Asso 
ciation whose minds are already soured 
by the bogus Chinese Tax Act of 1878. 
Therefore, the ou'eomo of the visit 
of tho deputation was immediate ac- 
tion. But tho Governmont did 
not deal frankly with the Associa 
tion, who had a right to expect and 
did expect — in view of the action of 
the Government with respect to the 
cofferdam — that tho Pandora and Yates 
street "job" would be given out by 
day's work. Instead of confirming that 
policy, which their organ high- 
ly commended at the time as the 
only proper mode of doing public work, 
they have "gone back" on their own 
Bystem and actually propose to give 
the work out by contract! Four months 
ago, when we ariaigned the Govern- 
ment for violating their pledge to the 
electors to give out all public work by 
contract, they had the audacity to as- 
sert that they were advised by 'The 
Colonist to completo the cofferdam by 
day's work. And now that we charge 
them with deceiving the workingmen's 
deputation by giving street improve- 
mei.ts out by contract, they will 
aBsert that they changed their policy 
in obedienco to the demands of The 
Colonist. What a pitiful spectaclel A 
Government so weak of mind and so 
unfertile of resource as to be forced 
to acknowledge that it has no opinion 
or policy except that which it adopts 
from day to day from tho columns of 
the Opposition paper. "If the Govern- 
ment have done wrong — if they have 
strayed from the path of rectitudo — 
if they have deceived their followers 
and broken their election pledges — 
please don't blame them, honorable 
gentlemen, but visit your wrath on the 
bete now* of the Government — The Col- 
onist." Such is tho ad miserecordiam 
plea of the local organ, and such will 
be the burthen of the Government's 
appeal when it meets the Houso in 
February and is brought to book for 
its blunders, deceptions and crimes. 
Tho duty of the Mayor and City Council 
in tho matter of tho Pandora avenue 
and Yates street improvment is very 
simple. They have either got to give 
the Government permission to open 
the streets named or they have got to 
withhold it. If they adopt the b'rst 
step tho Government can proceed to 
carry out their intentions; but if thoy 
should decline to give their consent, 
the Government must abandon their 
project until the passage of a special 
Act. 

THE INEVITABLE. 

If, upon enquiry, it shall bo estab- 
lished that another important State 
paper has gone astray between the 
pigeou-holes in tho Attorney-General's 
office and its point of destination, we 
can only express d^ep regret at the 
alarming frequency of such occurrences. 
For the present, there is really nothing 
more to be said on tho subject. The 
vocabulary has been ransacked for ad 
jectives to fit similar cases, tho types 
groan beneath the weight of denuncia- 
tion; and cui bono? Tho irregularities 
continue. Watormight as well bethrown 
on a duck's back in expectation of 
drowning it as to expect to turn our 
rulers from the error of their ways by 
pointing out to them their blunders. 
Reformation is impossible. . Redemp- 
tion iB not for politicians of their 
tt'ipe. Utter destruction is tho only 
panacea.

Morning Dispatch. 

IRELAND. 

London", Nov. 22. — A great mooting 
was held to-day at Soonamoro Mills, 
Balla, Ireland. The chair was occu- 
pied by John Louden, President of the 
National Land League, of Mayo. 
Charles S. Parnell, Edmund Dwyer 
Gray and several other prominent gen- 
tlemen wero present. Resolutions 
wero passed protesting against tho re- 
cent attempt of the government to stille 
the voice of constitutional agitation 
and drive people into acts of violence ; 
also, calling upon the peoplo of Ireland 
to maintain the attitude of self-control 
which has hitherto characterized the 
movement and to carefully abstain from 
giving the government any excuso for 
inaugurating a policy of coercion which 
tht meeting feels convinced they have 
in contemplation. 

Dublin-, Nov. 22. — The Irish Times 
states it is possible the government may 
be induced on tho memorial of the 
Board of Guardians to grant money to 
assist emigration from localities where 
other arrangements are unable to cope 
with any threatened calamity. 

FRANCE. 

London, Nov. 22. — Ex-Empress 
Eugenie arrived in Paris on Thursday 
night by the authorization of the gov- 
ernment on her way to Spain. The 
authorization was solicited through the 
medium of tho English Embassy in 
Paris and at once granted. The ex- 
Empress alighted at the residence of 
Duke Demonchy, whence she started 
on Friday morning for Madrid. During 
her stay the doors of her house were 
rigorously closed to prevent the slight- 
est manifestation and any misconstruc- 
tion that might havo been put on the 
marks of respect. 

Paris, Nov. 22. — Early snow has 
drivou the wolves from tho forests in 
the department of Nearnc and peasants 
are organizing midnight hunting par- 
ties to protect their ilocks. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Nov. 22. — A dense fog pre- 
vails over London. Tho weather 
throughout the kingdom drnng tho 
past three days has been cold, wet and 
snowy. 

Tho widow of Charles Dickens died 
at her residence at Gloucester Crescent, 
Regent's Park, this morning, after an 
illnofs of 8 months. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Nov. 22. — Winter has sot 
ir. with severity here and all over the 
northern part of the continent. Snow 
is deep in Berlin. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 

New York, Nov. 22. — A dispatch 
from Valparaiso, dated 19th, states 
that all Peruvian ports, the blockades 
of which wero raised about a month 
ago, have again been blockaded. 

A letter from Autofogastf, in a sup- 
plement to the Star and Herald, Pa- 
nama, giving details of the light with 
tho Peruvian ironclad Huascar, says : 
The sceno on board the Huascar at the 
moment of surrender bailled description 
and one seeing the wreck composed of 
pieces of thick iron twisted into every 
conceivable shape, splinters of wood, 
shreds of furniture all mixed with frag- 
ments of flesh, tho deck llowing in 
blood, could only gaze in wonder at the 
deadly effects of modern arms. The 
cabin of the commodore was wrecked, 
and where it existed was a number of 
dead bodies. The only part that could 
bo found of tho commander was a foot 
and a small part of his legs. Tho body 
of the second commander was in a 
frightful condition. Ono of tho large 
balls had struck his head, carrying the 
whole upper part away and leaving 
only a fragment of tho lower jaw with 
the beard attached. On the right leg 
were four wounds and tho right arm 
and side wore completely smashed. 
According to the Huascar's roil there 
were over GO persons missing. Those 
are accountod for by the statement that 
from tho bursting of shells some of the 
crew wero blown into the soa, while 
others were torn into fragments. So 
rapid and fatal was tho firing that tho 
deck of tho Huascar was completely 
cleared and it was difficult to find any 
to run the risk of coming up to lower 
the flag, four in succession having lost 
their lives in the attempt, until it was 
successfully accomplished by a negro. 
It is thought $30,000 will mako the 
Huascar lit for sea and fight again, 
though her whole upper works were 
knocked to pieces by the Chilean fire.

Tdksday, Nov. 25. 

Edward Chapman, Arthur Bittancourt 
and Kcid Bittancourt, throo boys who 
appeared before the Court a few weeks 
since on a chargo of removing a shutter 
from a shop on Store stroot and stealing a 
]<oy from tho window, wore placed in tho 
dock and charged by P.A.Phillips with 
having broken a window in his store on 
Fort street and with stealing several box- 
. es of cigarottos. Tho prosecutor, being 
sworn, deposed to tho truth of his infor- 
mation and produced a portion of tho 
heavy plate glass which had boon broken 
as well as a largo .stone which had passed 
through tho window. Ho stated that tho 
pane near whero it had boon broken 
bore marks of having been cut with a 
glass cutter. Ho missed six boxc3 of 
cigarettes from tho window. 

Albert Wyldo, who was arrested with 
the three other lads, was placed in tho 
witness box and testified that on Friday 
night last ho and tho two Bittancourta 
and Chapman wont to Phillips' store on 
Fort street. Chapman said "who'll throw 
:i stone through the window" / Ho (wit- 
ness) replied "I will, if any one else will." 
Ho (witness) then took up a stone and 
struck the window with it. They all ran 
round the corner, stopped there for a time 
and then came back when Chapman put 
hia hand through the hole mado in tho 
gl.-iRs and took out 5 or 6 boxes of cigaret- 
tes similar to the box produced in Court. 
Chapman had mado four marks on tho 
window with a piece of steol. Tho cigar- 
ettes wore divided amongst tho boys. 

His Honor asked tho boys if they had 
any questions to put to the witness. 

Chapman replied "no; what lie says is 
correct," 

Tho Supt. of Police said it was not do- 
aired so much to punish tho boys severely 
as to induce thorn if possible to mend 
their ways and behave themselves in 
future. The mother of the lad Chapman 
was in Court and she had assured him 
that she had obtained i< m motion for her 
boy at Lac La Hache and that he would 
bo sent there next Friday if His Honor 
would allow it. The Supt. thought that 
the boy might form now habits onco ho 
was out of the city. He would therefore 
suggest that he bo remanded for 3 days. 
Tho other two boys wore not of strong 
intellect and had been led on by Chap- 
man. A similar remand in their case 
could do no harm. 

His Honor said he had had occasion to 
speak to the boys on a former occasion, 
but they had not thought fit to take the 
good advice he then offered thoin. He 
would not therefore go to tho trouble of 
talking to them now. Tho remand ap- 
plied for by tho Supt. of Police would bo 
granted.

Tho "Walking Match. 

At about half-past 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning the competitors in the six-days 
walking match appeared on tho track at 
Pavilion Rink, a number of spectators 
being in attondance. McCarthy and Mc- 
Dowell started with a scoro of 51 miles 
each and after increasing it to 03 miles 
retired to their dressing-rooms. Munsell 
in the meantime had been plodding away 
at an evon gait, but when so disposed ho 
started to run for soveral laps and passed 
his competitors in tho easiest manner pos- 
sible Although his gait is not lively or 
taking to tho oyo ho is probably a good 
stayor and will make tho pace very warm 
when ho thinks tho proper time for his 
final effort has arrived. It was reported 
that Barnwell's feet had suffered severely 
from his exertions on Monday night and 
judging from tho manner in which lie 
travorsed tho track yesterday afternoon 
the roport was doubtless correct. Munsell 
who joined him on the track at about 2:30 
p.m. appeared to bo in good condition and 
quickly increased his score amidst fre- 
quent bursts of applause from those who 
witnessed his brilliant spurts. The at- 
tondance in the evening was move numer- 
ous than during any part of tho day and 
tor somo timo the two Victorians and Man- 
son woroon tho track togother. Barnwell 
retirod for a rost when ho had completed 
his 47th mile; At half-past S o'clock the 
scoro stood: McDowell 75 miles; McCar- 
thy 74; Munsell 52, and Barnwell 17. 
Shortly before this Munsell also retired, 
leaving McCarthy and McDowell in pos- 
session. Theso two performed somo very 
creditablo walking, neither gaining a por- 
ceptiblo advantage over the other. At 
times they broke into a trot, gradually in- 
creasing it to almost full speed, and thus 
eliciting tho applause of the spectators. 
At p.m. tho score of both men was re- 
gistered at 77 miles. McDowell, howover, 
had the lead by several laps over that 
distance. At "half-past 10 o'clock tho 
score stood: McDowell 81 miles 11 
laps; McCarthy, 8-1 miles I lap; Barnwell 
47 miles; Munsell 52 miles 17 laps. The 
two Victorians still had the track to 
themselves. 

Tins Harbor of Refuge. — Tho Pacific 
Coast Board of United States Engineers 
still have under consideration tho matter 
of tho selection of a Harbor of Refuge be- 
tweon San Francisco and tho Straits of 
Fuca. Somo timo ago Congress made an 
appropriation of 8 150,000 for tho improve- 
ment or construction of such a harbor on 
tho northern Pacific coast of the United 
Statos. The Board of Engineers, con- 
sisting of Lieut. -Cols. Stewart, Mended 
and Williamson, wore appointed to select 
tho site for the snme. For some time the 
engineers took testimony in their cham- 
bers concerning the most eligible loca- 
tion. Mariners, residents of the coast, 
and others appeared and testified. Each 
witness favored soma particular location 
in which ho was in one way or another 
personally interested. Several sea cap- 
tains testified that in their opinion there 
was no necessity for any harbor of refuge 
at all. They said that a vessel was safer 
out at sea in a storm than hugging the 
shore looking for the harbor. Others 
thought it was a great and pressing need. 
After the investigation tho engineers per- 
sonally took a steamer and inspected the 
coast within tho prescribed boundaries. 
Surveys are now being made of somo 
harbors. The engineers arc awaiting for 
the result of these surveys before making 
their report. 

Brououton Street Hall.— The enter- 
tainment given at this hall last evening 
was patronized by a numerous and highly 
enthusiastic audience. Tho first part of 
tho programme, which was admirably car- 
ried out, comprised a reading by Mr. W. 
Anderson, a vocal duett by tho Misses 
Bowdeu, a piano solo very correctly and 
creditably played by Miss M. Chadwick, 
an amusing dialogue in which several 
young ladies and gentlemen took part, a 
songbyMr.R.B. McMicking and an instru- 
mental duet on tho piano and organ by 
Miss Jack and Miss McDonald. In tho 
second part of tho programme an excel- 
lent representation of a dramatic sketch, 
entitlod "An Object of Interest," was 
given. Miss Dougall appeared as Mrs. 
Vernon; Miss Cameron as Mrs. Major 
Culverein; Miss Kate Russell as Fanny 
Gribble; Mr. J. Dougall as Mr. Simmer- 
ton; Mr. C, Spring as Major Culverein;

McMasters tat. Croasdailo and Robert- 
son — Plaintiff sued for $295, balanco of 
wages carnod at tho Naas Riyor fishery. 
It appeared that the wages accrued prior 
to Mr. Croasdaile entering into partner- 
ship and wero duo at tho timo of partner- 
ship. Immediately aftor tho partnership 
Mr. Croasdaile advanced money to tho 
concern to pay off tho debts duo for 
wages, and it appeared that with tho ex- 
ception of tho plaintiffs claim, and ono or 
two others, all tho wages had boon settled 
out of tho monies so advanced. Tho 
plaintiff, however, allowod his account to 
run, being continued in tho employment, 
and evontually it was repudiated by Mr. 
Croasdaile, so far as ho was concerned. 
Mr. Croasdaile, at tho timo of tho ad- 
vances, know that plaintiff was a creditor 
of Robertson for wages; but contended he 
had agreed to advance only ?1800 for 
wa^es and had actually paid 82,300. 

For the plaintiff it was contended that 
this limitation of liability did not exempt 
Mr. Croasdaile, as it was novor communi- 
cated to tho workmen, and that if it had 
been tho plaintiff woidd have insisted on 
the payment of his claim with tho rest, or 
in default would have taken procoeding3 
to enforce it; that ho had not dono so, 
believing that his claim would bo paid as 
tho others had been. There was no dis- 
pute that the work had boon dono, but in 
tho course of the trial it transpired that 
plaintiff had given Mr. Croasdailo a ro- 
coipt for 835 in full for wages to dato. 
Mr. Croasdailo fairly admitted that this 
receipt did not include tho plaintiffs 
present claim, stating also that he had al- 
ways repudiated said claim and thoroforo 
had novor considered it when tho rocoipt 
was given for other wages. Tho defen- 
dant's contention was that tho receipt 
would novor have been given by a man 
who had a further claim. 

His Honor told the jury that tho point 
in dispute was mainly a question of evi- 
dence and therefore ono for their deter- 
mination. Tho authorities showed that 
only slight evidence was necessary to 
prove that tho new linn had assumed tho 
dobts of tho old ono. 

The jury returned i verdict for Mr. 
Croasdailo. Mr. J. J. Robertson did not 
defend.

Lady Dudloy'a Diamonds. 



At the Clerkonwoll, London, Eng., 
Police Court, Charles Wright was ar- 
raigned on his own confession of steal- 
ing the jewels of tho Countess of Dud- 
ley at the Great Western Railway sta- 
tion some years ago. The jewels wero 
stolen at the Paddington station 
from Lady Dudley's maid. She 
had them ia a valise, which was hand- 
ed from a hansom cab to a guard and 
set on the pavement opposito tho door 
of the booking office. Advertisements 
were inserted in the Times, and, a few 
months afterwards, tho rumor ran 
round town that the diamonds were 
recovered. Indeed, the report wore an 
air of so much authenticity that tho 
Times and other papers thought fit to 
rebuke Lord Dudley for having com- 
mitted a felony. Tho Earl paid no at- 
tention to their remarks. Then people 
began to say there had been no robbery, 
and tho Mrs. Candors, of May fair, 
found occasion to indulge in a great 
deal of tittle-tattle on the subjeet. Fi- 
nally the story died out. Lord Dudley 
had made a startling innovation in tho 
manners of London socioty by print- 
ing on tho programme of his concerts 
in the Park lane, " Iljriu gran omaggio 
alia musica e il siknzio" which peo- 
ple interpreted in moro ways 
than one and took the hint. 
Most of the lost diamonds were those 
which tho Countess — one of the beau 
tiful daughters of Lady Louise Mon- 
creiffc — had worn on ber wedding day. 
Tho inhabitants of Dudley (says the 
Morning Post of tho period) had given 
her a bracelet of pearls and diamonds; 
Lord Dudley, just as they started for 
the church, gave her a matchless 
necklace of pearls, sot in five rows. 
All the jewels presented by friends 
wero of the rarest description, tho most 
unique in tho collection being a rich 
parure, consisting of a diadem, neck- 
lace, brooch, earrings and bracelets, 
composed of rubies and diamonds of the 
finest quality — the rubies being speci- 
men stones — all set in pure classical 
style. Its valuo was moro than £10,- 
000. There were also a pair of sap- 
phire earrings, a locket and pearl to 
match, with fine pearl drop; a pearl 
and diamond bracelet; a pair of pearl 
and diamond pear-shaped earrings; a 
jewelled etruscan suit; besides many 
ornaments of various kinds, amounting 
in value to many thousand pounds. 
These wero presented by the Karl of 
Dudley to his bride. Lady Ward's 
wedding gift was a miniature bracelet, 
with monogram in rubies, emeralds 
and brilliants. Lady Dudley's dia- 
monds were almost as well known in 
London as were, saving a comparison 
of the wearers, Mme. Musard's, iu 
Paris.

Yokohama, Nov. — The latest cholera 
returns show upwards of 90,000 deaths. 
Tho opideuiic is expected to cease en- 
tirely by the end of tho year. 

Tho question of illegal issue of gov- 
ernment paper money is still under 
investigation. Wild reports continue 
to circulate, but arc now understood to 
ho grossly exaggerated for speculative 
purposes. 

It is now known that the govern- 
ment of Japan has been strongly in- 
fluenced by Grant's warning against 
the machinations of European agents, 
tending toward a rupturo between 
Japan and China for tho advantage 
of unscrupulous aliens. At no timo 
was there real danger of war, but 
Grant's admonitions emphnzised the 
certainty of peace. 

The Corean port, called Gensan, is 
about to opon to Japanese trade. 

Shanghai, Oct. 23. — There is a sen- 
sation at Hongkong caused by tho 
quarrel between Mosby and Governor 
Hennesy. Tho latter official, desirous 
to obtain full official information con- 
corning tho opium traffic between 
Hongkong and Macao, in order to 
check notorious illegal practices ap- 
plied to Mosby for copies of United 
States records of shipments, etc. Tho 
governor allogos the request was made 
for the public good and with perfect 
courtesy, tho same having been pre- 
ferred to other foreign consuls and 
willingly responded to. Mosby alleges 
that tlie request implied the claim of a 
right to inspect consular documents- 
which ho was bound to resent. Ameri- 
can citizens regret that the United 
States consul has broken relations with 
the governor, wdio had previously shown 
him great attention and consideration. 

Marriage Engagement Broken — 
Miss Roberts' Suitor's Behaviour on 
Learning that Shu had False Teeth. 
Dr. Preston, a dentist of VVayland, 
mado a set of teeth three years ago for 
Miss Rosa Roberts of Blood's. Last 
week Miss Roberts went to Wayland 
on a visit. Sho was ongaged to be 
married to a resident of that place. 
While sho svas there Dr. Preston call- 
ed to see her, and asked her how her 
teeth were lasting. She handed them 
to him and ho put them in his pocket, 
saying, "You can havo those teeth 
when you pay me for them." Miss 
Roberts was not able to pay for them 
just then, and Dr. Preston carried 
them away. 

That night the man who promised to 
make Miss Roberts his wife called to 
seo her, and she sent word down that 
she could not seo him that evening.

A BYLAW 

To Hegulato tlie Sanitary Condition of 
tao City of Victoria. 

Be it enacted by tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of the City of Vic' 
toria as follows: 

1. It shall not be lawful to let or occu- 
py, or suffer to be occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless the following require- 
ments aro complied with, that is to say: 

(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 381 cubic feet of space 
for oach person occupying tho same. 

(b) Unless such room has a window 
made to open in a manner approved 
by tho Board of Health or Health 
Officer of the City. 

(c) Unless there is appurtenant to such 
room the usoof a water closet, earth 
closet or privy, furnished with pro- 
per door3 or coverings, to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health or 
Health Officer of the City. 

2. Any person who lets, occupies, or 
knowingly suffers to be occupied, any 
room contrary to the provisions of this 
Bylaw shall be liable for every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding §50, in 
tho discretion of any J ustice of the Peaco 
boforo whom he may bo convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
the night, or tho principal part of tho 
night, shall be deemed to bo occupied as a 
dwelling within tho moaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Whero two convictions against tho 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within three months (whethor 
tho persons so convicted wero or were not 
the same) any Justice of tho Peaco may 
direct tho closing of the room so occupied, 
orof tho premises to which it belongs, for 
such time as he may deem necessary, oi 
may empower tho Board of Hoalth or 
Health Officer of the City permanently to 
close tho same. 

5. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as " Tho Dwellings Bylaw, 1879."
